Greneral. 

The Bundi State is included m the charge of the Political Agent Haroti 
and Tonk, who is under the Honorable the Agent to the Goveinor-General in 
Rajputana Its area is 2220 Square miles and the population, according 
to the census taken in the year 1901, is 1,71,227 (Males 88,731 and 
Females 82496 ) 

The present Chief is His Highness Maharao Ra]a Sir Raghoobir Singhji 
Sahib Bahadur, qcie, kcsi, born in the year 1869 His Highness who 
IS by caste a Hara Rajpoot, a Sept of the great Chohan race, has no heir and 
has SIX Ranis, four of the Rathor and two of the Bhati clan of Rajputs 

Gross Revenue. 

2 The gross revenue of the State (based on an average of the past 
five years shewn below) is Rupees 7,43,515 Local currency, which if convert- 
ed into Kaldar Rupees at the rate of 115 Bundi rupees equal to 100 Kaldars, 
IS equivalent to 6,46,587 Rupees Government coin 

The rate of exchange being always subject to fluctuation, it is difficult 
to arrive at a coriect estimate of the gross revenue in Kaldars or Government 
currency

3 His Highness the Maharao Raja Sahib Bahadur went to Henwa on 
the 3rd April 1906 and stayed there for about seven months During his 
stay theie, His Highness visited several outlying villages in the State and 
this tour of inspection was a souice of great consolation to the agricultural 
population who much appreciated it 

On the 8th November 1906 His Highness returned to Bundiand enroute 
inspected the Neth and Takla tank works m course of construction under 
the supervision of Mr C J Smith, Irrigation Engineer 

On the 24th March 1907, His Highness went to Dugaii to observe 
ceremonies of condolence ( Matam-pursi) in connection with the death of 
the Jagirdar of that place, Maharaja Sambh Sheo Smghji From Dugan His 
Highness proceeded to Nenwa on the 28th March and after a stay there for 
over one month returned to Bundion the 24th Ma}', touring through Ajitgarh, 
Ramgarh, Khatkar, and other villages on his way back

On the 2ist November 1906 the Honorable Mr Earl\e Richaids , 
Legislative Member of the Viceroy’s Council, accompained by Lady Richards, 
came to Bundi from the Kotah side and after exchanging visits with His High- 
ness the Maharao Raja Sahib Bahadur left for Deoh on the 23rd November 
On the arrival and departure of this distinguished visitor, a salute of fifteen 
guns was fired and all other ceremonies befitting his high rank were observed 
The Pohtiqal Agent came to Bundi on the occasion and returned to Deoh 
along with the Hon’ble Mr Richards 

Major H B Peacock, Political Agent, Kotah on his way to Kotah 
stayed here for the nignt on the 7 th May, and left for Kotah next morning 
On his arrival and departure a salute of 11 guns was fired 
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Captain C M Coodbody, Agency Surgeon, at Deoli, visited Bundi on the 
14th August 1906 and 26th April 1907 and after inspecting the Jail and Dis- 
pensary returned to Deoh 

IVEamages and Deaths etc. 

5 During his stay at Nenwa, His Highness the Maharao Baja Sahib 
Bahadur contracted in the month of August 1906, two more marriages, one 
with the daughter of Thakur Himmat Singhji of Bhawad and the other with 
the daughter of Thakur Jugat Smghji of Phali, both Bhati Jagirdars of the 
Jodhpui State 

6 On the 14th March 1907, the Jagirdar of Dugan, Maharaja Shambh 
Sheo Siiighji, a near blood relation of His Highness the Mahaiao Raja Sahib 
Bahadur died at the age of 24 The Jadirdar left no issue , but His High- 
ness having taken compassion and with a view to keeping the name of the 
Thikana in existence, placed upon the Gaddi of the Thikana, the third son 
Inder Singhji of the Maharaja of Junia 

Political S.elatlons. 

7 The relations between the Daibar and the Government of India 
have been as cordial and fiiendly as ever , and the Darbar acknowledge with 
great giatitude the assistance received from time to time at the hands of the 
Government and its officers 

Dining the year under report the office of the Agent to the Governor- 
Geneial was held by the Honorable Mr E G Colvin, c s i , and duiing his 
absence on leave by Colonel C Herbert, Resident Jaipur, & that of the Political 
Agent Haroti and Tonk by Major R B Berkeley, aU of which officers evinced 
deep interest in the welfare of the State and very kindly did all in their power 
to help it, for which the state tenders its most grateful thanks to them

9 In addition to his duties as combined Revenue and Financial Mem- 
ber, Mokhamsingot Hanwant Smghji has held charge of the office of the 
Supermtendent of Revenue and continued to look after that Department in a 
satisfactory manner 

10 Duiing the year under report there has been no land revenue 
Settlement and the lates of assessment fixed in 1878 remain unchanged and 
are reasonable 
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11 During the financial year Sumvat 1963, the land revenue realized 
amounted to 4,59,071 Rupees which when compared with the land revenue 
of Sumvat 1961, shows a falling off under this head, amounting to Rupees 
53,749 The reason of this decrease is that in consequence of the bad effects 
of the famine of Sumvat 1962 upon the agricultural population, a large 
amount of land remained uncultivated Large remissions of revenue having 
been made in Sumvat 1962, the land revenue in that year amounted to 
Ks 1,27,563 only and it is on this account that the year Sumvat 1962 has 
been omitted in drawing a comparison here in respect of land revenue

16 Lala Raghoober Dayal who was appointed as Police Superinten- 
dent in the year 1905 has continued to hold that oflBce The Police are 
divided into two mam bodies, the city Police and the District Pohce , and 
their functions has been the same as they were m past years

the city while the District Police is responsible for guarding communications, 
affording protection to travellers, and for keeping peace and order in the

There IS only one central Jail at Bundi and the work in connection with 
the same has continued to be carried on in a satisfactory manner under the 
able Superintendence of Indrasalot Hand Singhji, Military Member, State 
Council The building of the Jail is in a good situation, well ventilated and 
capable of holdmg 149 persons at thelrateof 648 eft per each man The Jad, 
contains two separate wards, one for males and other for females On the 
16th August 1906 and 28th April 1907, the Jail was inspected by the Agency 
Surgeon, Captain C M Goodbody who was favorably impressed with the 
cleanliness of the Jail and the way in which things were managed 

The health of the prisoners has been fair and their character good 
There were only two deaths, from fever and the other from swelhng caused 
by debihty, and theie was no case of insubordination or transgression of Jail 
regulations among them

shewn m Appendix XXIII attached herewith

Chapter IV. 


Rainfall weather and Crops 

23 The rainfall durmg the Sumvat 1963 (7th July 1906 to 25th July 
1907) amounted to sixteen inches and fifty two and a half cents Though 
owmg to the bad effects of the famine of the past year Sumvat 1962, the 
area sowu was not as large as ought to be which fact caused a falling off in 
the land revenue, the outturn of both the Rabi and Khanf corps was very 
good in consequence of timely rainfall In the month of Sawan there was 
good ramfall but the next month Bhadon being almost rainless great anxieties 
were felt regarding agricultural prospects However in the month of Aso] 
there was good rainfall amountmg to 7 mches and 35 cents which bemg very 
opportune and timely saved the situation and the outturn of the Kharif and 
Kabi was very good in consequence There was no distress in the State and 
the Sumvat 1963 to which this report refers should be called a good year 

Of course one regrettable incient happned at the commencement of the 
year, which was that on the 2nd July 1906 (this date was included in the past 
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year) there was a fall of about 12 inches of ram m twentyfour hours at Bundi 
and the same amount fell in the mofussil with httle variations, causmg damage 
to buildmgs etc 

The “ Bund ” for the storage of water that were taken in hand at 
Neth and Takla as irrigation works and that were nearly completed suffered 
damage on account of this heavy rainfall, and the extent of the damage as 
reported by tbe Irrigation Engineer amounted to a httle over Kupees 3,000/

General Condition of the State and people. 

30 During the year under report the general condition of the people 
has been satisfactory and their health good 

Though the year has been good, the condition of the state has not much 
inproved This is due to the fact that the past year Sumvat 1962 being 
the worst possible year, several unpaid accounts of that year have had to be 
settled from the revenues of the year under report 

The pubhc health has been good, the prices of food grams low and the 
supply abundant. 


The birth and death rates have not been unusual as will be seen from 

the figures given on the margin

been satisfactory, as wiU appear 
from the marginally noted table 
Though the year under report has 
been good in every respect, the 
large defiicit of the past year Sumvat 1962 in which His Highness the Darbar 
Sahib Bahadur had to remit for the benefit of the agricultural population, a 
greater portion of the state revenues, has caused a severe strain upon the re- 
sources and finance of the state

were paid into the Govern- 
ment Treasury during Sum- 
vat 1963 The deficit was 
met by advances received on 
the state revenues and loans 
privately raised 

Great endeavours are, however, being made to place the financial condi- 
tion on a sound basis and if the next few years are good, the state hopes to be 
successful in its object 

The arrears of revenue outstanding including all realizable assets amount 
to Rupees 4,77,361/- and the prospects of the recovery thereof depend on 
future good years

were fed at the State expense, the cost of which amounted to Rs 235/-
